LIr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  /innual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1959 • 

As  far  as  can  he  judged  from  the  vital  statistics,  the 
health  of  the  district  remained  satisfactory.  The  number  of  deaths  was 
feTr^er  in  the  previous  year,  v/hi le  the  number  of  births  was  slightly 
increased.  In  spite  of  this,  the  unfavourable  balance  of  deaths  over 
binths  continued.  Once  again,  heart  disease  was  at  the  head  of  the  last 
of  causes  of  death,  foUovred  by  vascular  lesions  of  the  nervous  system  ^ 
cancer,  in  that  order.  There  vrere  no  infant  deaths,  but  one  stallbaxth  v/as 

recorded. 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  v*as  low.  There  vrere  no 
cases  of  diphtheria,  but  one  case  of  paralytic  polion^elitis,  in^a 
non- vacciiiated  chnld,  was  reported.  Vaccination  against  this  dasease 
continued  during  the  year. 


The  touring  holiday,  Dicreasingly  popular  in  the  few 

years  brings  its  own  problems,  minimised  by  continuous  supervision  on 
the  pirt  of  your  Public  Health  Inspector.  Provision  of  additional 
canroing  and  caravan  sites,  properly  equipped  and  managed,  vrauld  undoubtedly 
help  -.Tith  the  problem.  A more  logical  approach,  on  a national  scale, 
to  the  timing  of  holidays  and  the  duration  of  the  season  would  ^^o  ^ 
contribute  tovrards  a solution,  and  perliaps  might  be  the  whole  solution. 
Gastom  and  habit  die  hard,  however,  and,  of  these  alternatives,  the  firs 
seems  by  far  the  more  practicable  and  likely  to  be  effective. 

I must  express  my  thanks  to  Mr,  Durston,  the  Council  s 
Public  Health  Inspector,  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has  given  an  all 
aspects  of  our  work  and  in  the  preparation  of  this  report.  The  Council  s 
othi-r  Departments  have  continued  their  williig  co-operation,  ^ I am 
grateful  to  the  General  practitioners  of  the  District  for  their  continued 

ce -operation.

health  and  seaside  resort  and  partly  agricultural  in  chax'acter.  It  is 
bounded  at  its  western  extremity  by  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  the  coast-line  in 
tins  particular  part  of  north  Corravall  running  aljnost  due  north  and  south, 

TThdlst  the  hinterland  is  undulating  and  hilly  in  character,  contoixr 
heights  seldom  rise  above  500  feet  and  this  no  doubt  is  in  part  the 
explanation  for  the  exceedingly  moderate  rainfall  figures,  (average  annual 
rainfall  for  20  years  33*74")  > v/hich  in  view  of  exposure  to  the  prevailing 
south  '^resterly  winds,  might  be  expected  to  be  considerably  higher. 

Forulation  - The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  for  the 
mid-year  1959  to  be  5>220  compared  vd.th  5jl90  in  the  previous  year.  In 
1959  there  were  63  births  and  85  deaths,  22  more  deaths  tlian  births,

General  Medical  Ser\'ices 


General  medical  services  under  Part  iV  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  1946#  sjcQ  provided  hy  medical  practitioners  resident  in  the 
district,  end  in  adjoining  districts,  all  of  vshom  undeirfcalce  maternity 
medical  services. 


Count’,’-  Council  Services 


I Health  Department.  The  County  Council  is  the  local  health 

authority  for  the  puipjoses  of  Part  III  of  the  National  Health 

Service  iict,  1946,  and  provides  the  following  services  in  the 

district  : - 

(a)  Mid-wifery  and  Home  Nursing.  Nurse-midwives  are  pixjvided  to 
attend  general  n-ursing  and  mid-wifery  cases  in  the  home* 

(h)  Health  Visitin.g;.  The  nurse  raidv/ives  act  also  as  health 

visitors  and  with  special  training  in  the  case  of  the  mo-ther 
and  young  child,  are  availahle  to  give  ad-vice  on  health  matters 
in  the  home  or  at  -the  clinic.  They  act  also  as  school  m-irses. 

(c)  Infant  Nelfare  Centre.  A fortnightly  Infant  Welfare  Clinic 
is  held  at  ti:ie  Castle,  3ude. 

(d)  Dental  Clinic.  Priority  dental  -treatment  for  expectant  and 
n-ursing  mothers  and  pre-school  children  is  available  at  the 
Dental  Clinic  held  at  the  Castle,  Bude. 

(e)  Vaccination  and  Drimunisation.  Facilities  for  vaccination 
against  smallpox  and  imm-unisation  against  diphtheria  and 
v/hooping  cough  aax;  provided  at  the  Infant  'Welfare  Clinic  or 
by  tlie  supply  of  materials  to  the  family  doc-tor.  Regular 
sessions  are  held  for  poliomyelitis  vaccination, 

(f)  Hor.-ic  Help  Service.  Home  helps  are  eraployed  to  pro-vidc  domestic 
help  for  households  in  certain  circurastai-ices,  a cliarge  being 
made  for  this  service  according  to  the  means  of  the  person 
conccmcd, 

(g)  AmbTolance  Gcrvico.  A scr-vice  of  ambulances  for  the  con-vcyanco 
of  sick,  accident  and  emergency  c as es  is  provided.  For  sitting 
cases,  utilocon  sitting  case  vehicles  arc  used,  Ydicn  appropria-i 
some  such  cases  arc  carried  by  tlx:  Hospital  Car  Service,  a 
voluntary  organisation.  Day- -to-day  adriiinistration  of  the  servi: 
is  carried  out  from  Ambulance  Control,  Bodmin, 


(h)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After--oarc» 

A full-time  tulerci-tLosis  health  visitor  is  provided  for  the 
care  aiad  after-care  of  tuberculous  persons#  District  nurses 
arc  available  to  assist  in  the  hone  treatment  of  such  persons 
when  requii'ed  by  the  Chest  Physician  or  family  doctor. 

Certain  special  investigations  are  carried  out  in  other  types 
of  ddlness  by  district  health  visitors,  v/liilo  hoadth  education 
is  carried  out  by  the  County's  medical  and  nursing  staff. 

(j)  Mental  Health.  Tlie  County  Council  has  certain  responsibilitie 
in  connection  vvith  the  ascertainment  of  mental  ill-health  and 
mental  deficiency,  v/ith  the  provision  of  statutory  supervision 
etc,  for  mental  defectives  living  in  the  canaimity,  and  Yd-th 
tlie  provision  of  after-care  following  treaiment  for  mental 
illness.  The  Duly  Autliorised  Officer  for  the  district  works 
from  tlie  Health  irea  Office,  Launceston. 

II  Education  Department.  As  local  Education  Authority,  the  County 
Council  is  responsible  for  the  School  Health  Service,  v/hich 
provides  the  folloYTing 

Periodic  Medical  Inspection  of  pupils 
Cleanliness  Surveys  of  pupils 
Dental  Inspection  and  treatment  of  pupils 
Ascertainment  of  handicapped  pupils  in  need  of  sxiecial 
education. 

Ireaiment  Clinic  at  the  Castle,  Bude; 

Dental  Clinics  every  second  Thursday. 

Child  Guidance,  by  arrangement  at  Plymouth  Child 
Guidance  Clinic, 

III  TTelfare  Department.  This  service  is  concerned  -with  the 
welfare  of  the  aged,  and  vd-th  that  of  various  categories  of 
handicapped  persons.  It  is  concerned  also  with  the  provision 
of  temporary  accomodation  in  certain  circumistances  for  persons 
in  urgent  need  thereof.  The  welfare  Officer  for  the  District 
works  from  the  Health  irea  Office,  Launceston, 

Hospital  Services. 


Zme  South  T7estem  Regional  Hospital  Board  is  the  hospital 
authority,,’-  for  the  Area. 

Stratton  Cottage  Hospital  provides  in-patient  and  out-patient 
facilities  in  the  district.  Patients  are  referred  also  to  hospitals  in 
Plymouth  and  elsewhere.  Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  admitted  to  the 
Scott  Isolation  Hospital,  Plymouth,  and  tuberculosis  patients  to  Didvrorthy 
or  Tehidy  Sanatoiria,  Mental  hospital  accoonodation  is  provided  by  St, 
Lawrence's  Hospital  and  Laninval  House,  Bodmin  and  Moorfields  Hospital, 
Ivybridge,  Devon. 
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An  Orthopaedic  Clinic  is  held  weekly  at  the  Castle,  Bude  and  a 
Plxysio therapy  Clinic  at  Dav/field  HospitcuL,  Holsworthy.  The  Chest 
Clinic  is  held  at  Launceston  Hospital,  im  Ophthahnic  Clinic  for  school  and 
pre-school  children  is  held  periodically  at  the  Castle,  Biode,  A Specialist 
Ante-Natal  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Launceston  Health  Clinic  each  week, 

Lahoratory  Facilities. 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Exeter  and 
Plymouth,  to  v/hich  specimens  for  bacteriological  examination  are  submitted. 
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SANITARY  CIRCmiSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


TTAT-blR  SUPH-TI^S.  Tlie  District  may  be  divided  under  three  main  headings  for 
the  pui3>ose  of  water  supplies,  namely 

(a)  Those  parts  of  the  District  supplied  by  the  Council’s  Water 

Uiidertaking  • 

The  Tamar  Lalce  impounding  reservoir  continues  to  supply  aji5)le 
water,  even  during  periods  of  drought,  for  present  and  future  needs.  But, 
in  spite  of  additional  measures,  pressures  are  reduced  considerably  in  the 
higher  parts  of  the  distribution  area  at  the  height  of  the  season,  due  to 
restricted  filtration,  storage  and  distribution  facilities# 

Although  the  i;;iajor  scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  facilities, 
outlined  in  previous  reports,  has  made  no  further  progress,  the  routine  of 
putting  into  operation  during  the  suuner  months  Leigh  Reservoir  (capacity 
93,CXX)  gallons,  top  VTater  level  322*  above  O.D. ),  and  Hillhead  Reservoir 
Incapacity  30,000  gallons,  top  water  level  227’  above  O.D, ),  was  repeated  in 
1559 • These  reservoirs  wore  used  to  supplement  the  quaitity  of  water  in  the 
mains  supplj,ing  Stratton  and  Bude  respectively,  during  periods  when  pressui'cs 
were  low,  being  replenished  from  the  main  supply  during  the  night,  when 
pressures  were  high.  It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  report  that,  in  spite  of 
a very  dr;;’  summer,  and  an  increased  use  of  treated  water,  it  was  possible, 
by  the  use  of  this  system,  to  produce  considerable  stabilization  of  day-time 
pressures,  Tioe  rainfall  for  June,  1959  was  0,69",  as  compared  ‘ivith  3 •82"  in 
1958;  that  for  July  1959  being  2,34’'?  s-s  compared  v/ith  2,85";  and  for  August, 
1959,  2.27"  as  compared  with  6,65"»  It  is  felt,  therefore,  thuit  the  Leigh 
and  hilL'.cad  Reservoirs  w'ere  subjected  to  a quite  severe  test,  and  have 
proved  an  asset  to  the  system# 

In  addition  to  the  low  rainfall  of  the  summer  months,  the  preceding 
spring  wns  also  very  dry,  and  the  level  of  the  Taraar  Lake  fell  to  its  lov/cst 
level  within  li-'/ing  memory.  In  spite  of  this,  a supply  v/as  main'*"ained 
tlnroughout,  and  the  only  restrictions  were  those  on  the  use  of  hoses  for 
garder-3  ari  car  washing.  This  is  a considerable  tribute  to  the  adequacy  of 
the  storage  capacity  of  thn  Tamar  Lake, 

Advantage  -.vas  taken  of  the  local  level  of  the  lake  to  effect 
certain  repairs.  The  well  containing  the  control  valve  for  supplying  water 
from  the  Lake  to  the  canal  leading  to  the  filter  beds  at  Voaland  had 
developed  a considerable  leak.  The  well  was  excavated,  exposed,  ard  subjected 
to  pressure  cement  treatment,  as  vrcll  as  other  repairs#  At  the  same  time, 
repairs  were  effected  to  thn  face  of  the  dam,  along  its  entire  length. 
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(b)  Those  parts  of  the  adjoining  Rural  District  supplied 
by  the  Council's  Water  Undei'taking, 


The  Council  continues  to  supply  water  to  adjacent  parts  of  the 
R'oral  District,  although  most  of  the  latter  is  nov/  supplied  by  the  North 
Devon  Water  Board.  At  the  time  of  v.rititig,  nothing  further  is  known  mth 
regard  to  the  proposal  to  absorb  the  areas  of  the  Rural  District  now 
supplied  by  the  Council,  iiito  the  general  scheme  for  the  Rural  District, 

TiaLs  is  regrettable,  since  the  water  no\7  supplied  to  the  Rural  District  by 
the  Council  would,  if  available  for  consumption  in  the  Urban  area,  effect  a 
considerable  ixaprovement  in  the  supply  to  the  latter, 

(c)  Those  parts  of  the  Urban  District  not  supplied  by  the 
Council’s  Vfatcr  Undertaking, 

It  is  not  an  economic  proposition  to  supply  the  more  scattered 
and  isolated  properties  in  the  District  v/ith  water.  These  derive  their 
supp3-y,  in  a few  cases,  from  bore  hole  v/cils,  which  provide  adequate  and 
bacteriologically  pure  water,  Tlie  majority  of  private  supplies,  hov/ever,  are 
from  shallo\7  wells,  or  even  surface  springs,  vdiich  give  a very  uncertain 
supply,  both  in  quantity''  and  purity,  A certain  amount  of  anxiety  must 
always  be  felt  about  these  supplies,  7/hich,  though  serving  only  small  groups 
of  the  population,  are  al\7ays,  as  untreated  water,  a potential  vehicle  for 
the  transmission  of  organisms  of  pathogenic  origii. 


A table  of  the  results  of  bacteriological  analyses  is  appended 
below.  The  nwibor  of  Class  IV  sanples  v«ra.s  not  an  high  as  in  the  previous 
year,  but  still  too  high  for  a treated  v/ater,  underlining  the  need  for 
urgent  consideration  of  a more  effectual  method  of  chlorina.tion  • When  report 
on  analyses  vrere  unsatisfactory,  the  information  \7as  loassod  to  the  Water 
Engiieer,  and  the  rate  of  chlorination  was  stepped  up  until  a fairly  high 
residual  reading  v/as  obtained,  then  reducing  gradually  until  a consistent 
nor.ial  reading  v/as  observed,

B^do » The  sevrcrage  of  Bude  is  generciUy  in  good  condition,  -with  the 
eicception  that  the  lower  levels  have  soniewMt  flat  gradients,  resulting 
in  silting  from  time  to  thne.  The  sewage  is  disposed  of  hy  means  of  a 
sea  outfall,  vhich  v/orks  vei^^  satisfactorily,  and  gives  no  cause  for 
complaint,  Hie  old  sevTuge  works  at  Upton  were  closed  in  195^f-,  the 
sewerage  sj^^stem  for  that  area  was  connected  to  the  Budo  main  system  at 
B^aistone  Farra,  During  the  year  an  extension  to  this  system  vra.s  laid, 
across  the  road  at  Upton  Cross,  taking  the  drainage  from  the  Council's, 
and  some  otlier  properties  on  the  western  (seaward)  side  of  the  main  road, 
thus  oln-iating  the  necessity  for  three  septic  tanks,  ivhich  Lad  given  rise  to 
periodic  nuisances, 

Poughill  also  has  heen  a part  of  the  Bude  System  since  1952«  Most 
properties  are  connected  and  that  group  in  the  Moor  Cross  area  was  included 
during  the  year  under  review,  by  means  of  a branch  extension  from  the  Poughill 
main  serrer.  This  has  removed  the  nuisance  caused  by  the  Moor  Cross  sev/age 
works,  which,  due  to  comparatively  recent  connections,  were  working  above 
fun  capacity, 

Stratton, The  disposal  y/orks  at  Stratton,  as  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous 
reports,  are  not  fully  conpetent  to  deal  vd.th  the  town  sewage.  They  consist 
of  detritus  and  pre- settlement  tanks,  settlement  tanJes  and  land  irrigation. 

The  impro’/ejnents  to  the  works  w'ere  completed  in  1953  ^ a^d  whilst  they  have 
resulted  in  a better  effluent,  the  use  of  the  method  of  land  irrigation,  on 
uns’uitable  land,  subject  to  flooding  from  time  to  time,  remains  a problem, 
despite  additional  subsoil  drainage  and  other  v/orks.  It  must  be  repeated 
that  a s at isf actor;;,’’  effluent  cannot  be  obtained  until  effective  filtration 
plant  lias  been  installed,  Tliat  such  a scheme  would  present  difficulties  is 
undeniable,  but  they  could  be  overcome,  and  early  consideration  ought  to  be 
given  ’to  this  problem. 

The  condition  of  the  sewerage  of  Stratton  remains,  as  reported 
previousl;>’,  very  poor,  and  it  is  felt  that  this  should  receive  the  some 
urgent  corisideration  as  the  problem  of  efficient  disposod. 

Regarding  the  Po’ondf ield/Stamf ord  Hill  area,  tlie  scheme  for  the 
sewerage  of  this  group  of  properties  had  to  be  deleted  from  the  annual 
estimates,  .‘J-though  little  f’jrther  recent  development  has  taken  place, 
the  emission  must  necessarily  be  regretted.  The  area  has  now  become  much 
mere  •urbon  in  character,  and  the  use  of  numerous  private  cess-pits  and 
septic  tanks  in  S'jch  an  environment  cannot  be  held  to  be  satisfactory, 

ERITIEimON  OE  BY  BESTS  ACT,  1949 

The  Council  is  fortijnate  in  possessing  a full-time  Rodent 
Cpera’tor  who  is  */ery  efficient  and  conscientious,  and  the  area  of  the 
Urban  District  enjoys  considerable  freedom  from  infestation.  This  is 
due  also,  in  a large  measirre,  to  the  use  of  the  anti-coagulant  Warfarin, 
which  makes  possible  the  use  of  permanent  baiting  points,  -where  infestation 
is  knom  to  occur  frequently.

No  fomal  proceedings  liave  been  necessary  under  the  Act, 
Private  dv/ollings,  business  premises  end  Council  joroperties  have  been 
subjected  to  regular  treatments,  and  owners  of  properties  have  remained 
co-operative . 

For  the  annual  treatment  of  the  sewerage  systems,  the  "Salford 
Llethod",  using  'vYarfarin  in  muslin  bags,  was  again  employed.  The  number 
of  takes  recorded  was  again  small,  but  ov/ing  to  the  extended  period  over 
wiiich  the  baits  could  be  left  in  position  by  this  method,  some  taJces  were 
recorded  where  none  had  been  remarked  before.

Fui'ing  the  year  there  were  five  licensed  camping  sites  in 
operation.  One  of  these  has  a permanent  licence,  and  the  remaining  four 
operate  during  the  sumiaer  months  only.  The  site  operators  are  extremely 
co-operative,  and  the  standards  of  cleanliness  and  hygiene  remain  high. 
Refuse  is  collected  by  the  Coimcil’s  refuse  lorry,  at  the  tiraes  of 
collection  normal  to  the  respective  areas  of  the  sites.  Throe  sites  have 
flush  sanitation,  connected  to  the  main  system,  and  two  have  chemical 
closets.  Of  the  latter,  one  is  small  and  in  an  area  of  wholly  rural 
character,  but  the  other  is  situated  in  Bude,  adjacent  to  the  main  sewerage 
system.  Planning  permission  was  granted  for  the  last  named  for  the  year 
under  rcvie\7,  but  there  are  strong  reasons  for  believing  that  it  T/ill  not  be 
renewed. 


No  further  development  occurred  on  the  site  at  the  Pcughill 
end  of  Maer  Lane,  but  that  part  which  has  been  developed  is  extremely 
satisfactory,  and  has  every  possible  amenity.  It  is  understood  that  the 
remainder  of  the  work  at  this  site  will  be  completed  over  the  next  three 
years,  and  on  completion  an  excellent  carap  for  150  units  will  exist, 

O'wing  to  the  phenominally  fine  weather  during  the  summer  of  1959  > 
tiiC  jjroblem  of  casual  campers  iia  ujaauthorised  sites,  such  as  road  verges  and 
cliff  sjjaces,  assumed  unprecedented  proportions.  During  the  pealc  period 
particularly,  scores  of  caravans  and  tents  were  found  each  morning  on  such  site 
Obviously,  nuisances  were  bound  to  arise,  but  by  contiiuous  inspection  these 
■were  kajd  to  reasonable  i/rox)ortions , 0\/ing,  hov/ever,  to  the  extreme 

mobility  of  such  campers,  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  locate  and  contact 
the  person  responsible,  nor  does  it  seem  that  proposed  legislation  vdll 
facilitate  control. 

It  is  a fact  that  tiic  camping  holiday  is  ycaidy  becoming  more 
T^opul'r.  It  app^ears  c^pually  obvious  tliat  this  District,  in  common  vd.th  many 
others,  has  insul'ficient  sites  to  accommodate  this  tyj^e  of  holiday  maker, 
pwrticul.'rly  as  one  existing  site  at  least  will  aliiiost  certainly  be  lost 
in  I56O,  It  was  suggested  in  the  Report  for  1958  that  the  Council  would  be 
•well  advised  to  consider  pjossible  suitable  carping  sites,  and  a site  owned  by 
tYio  Council  might  ofl’er  a solution  to  the  problem.

The  Cornwall  County  Council  control  most  of  the  roads  in  the 
District,  but  the  \7ork  of  street  cleansing  is  carried  out  raainly  by 
tiae  staff  of  the  Urban  District  Council, 

Refuse  collection  is  undertaken  tiiroughout  the  District  by 
tiiC  Council,  Tlie  veiiicle  employed  is  a S & D "Chelsea"  "W"  type,  fore 
and  ajTt  tipper,  ^7ith  side  loading  facilities,  and  a capacity  of  11,3 
cubic  yards.  The  vehicle  is  manned  by  a driver  and  tv/o  loaders  in  the 
summer  months,  vdicn  a tvmce  weekly  collection  is  carried  out  in  most  of 
the  District,  In  the  winter  months,  with  a once  weeld.y  collection,  the 
driver  and  one  loader  are  employed. 

The  method  of  disposal  by  controlled  tipping  is  enployed, 
and  the  present  tip  at  Tiscott  Y7ood,  Y/hilst  filling  up  considerably, 
appears  to  have  sufficient  capacity  for  p.erhaps  another  five  years.  Partial 
incineration  has  again  been  employed,  and  the  incinerator  is  situated  on 
the  Coimcil's  property  at  the  TOiarf,  Bude,  This  method  has  been  found 
useful  in  reducing  bulk,  by  reduction  o f the  combustibles,

HOUSING 

The  Council  continued,  during  the  year  \ander  review,  the 
policy  of  not  erecting  Council  houses.  This  policy  v/as  adopted  after  due 
consideration,  and  was  due  to  the  removal  of  subsidies  for  housing  by  the 
Centrml  Government,  the  Council  being  of  the  opinion  that  no  tenant  in  the 
area  would  be  able  to  afford  to  pay  an  economic,  non-subsidised  rent,  due  to 
the  lo-.T  wages  prevailing  in  the  area.  It  v/as  unfortunate  that  this 
decision  happened  to  coincide  with  full  development  of  existing  sites.  This 
meant  that,  although  subsidy  could  have  been  obtained  for  re-housiig  tenants 
of  slum  property,  no  such  houses  v/ere  built,  ovdng  to  the  fact  that  this 
would  have  necessitated  further  extensive  site  works. 


The  amount  of  private  building  during  the  year  was  considerably 
reduced.  This  to  be  due  largely  to  the  lack  of  suitable  sites 

within  the  development  area,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  Tovn  Map 
is  re'mLsed  in  the  near  future,  this  deficiency  'vTill  be  rectified.  By  the 
end  of  the  year,  8 private  houses  had  been  completed,  and  a further  5 were 
in  ti'iC  course  of  erection.  This  coi:5)ares  with  13  and  4 respectively,  in  1958*

Food  hygiene  Regulations. 

Inspections  and  advisory  visits  to  food  prcraises  fom  an 
important  part  of  the  work  of  the  Department,  in  an  area  'whose  main 
industry  is  the  to^arist  industry,  liThilst  the  willing  co-operation  of 
nearly  all  maioagement  staffs  has  been  secured,  in  producing  and  maintaining 
hygienic  standards,  the  seasonal  nature  of  the  trade  presents  very  real 
difficulties,  in  the  securing  and  retaining  of  satisfactoi^"  staffs.  In 
spite  of  these  difficulties,  however,  -with  very  fev^r  exceptions  good 
standards  have  been  maintained,  Nhere  infringements  have  been  found  verbal 
or  i)foiraal  comment  has  been  sufficient,  and  no  formal  proceedings  have  been 
necessary. 

Moat  Inspection. 

Very  fort\xnateIy,  from  the  point  of  vievvr  of  efficient  meat 
inspection  and  general  supervision,  there  is  only  one  slaughter-house  in 
tiie  District.  This  building  is  ovaicd  by  British  Railv/ays,  and  is  situated 
in  the  Goods  Yard  at  Bude  Station.  It  was  formerly  leased  to  the  Council, 
who  later  decided  to  relinquish  their  interest,  and  the  lease  passed  to  a 
piuvate  person,  v/ho  -undertook,  by  v/ritton  agreement,  to  cater  for  the 
interests  of  the  local  trade  as  a first  consideration.  As  stated  in  last 
year's  report,  the  slaughterhouse  ha.s  been  found  j)^^''gi^cssively  less  adequate 
for  tJ-ie  dcruonds  of  the  export  trade.  Tlic  leaseholder  submitted  draft 
proposals  in  155Q,  to  increase  the  slaughtering  and  hanging  space,  and  in 
other  respects  to  bring  the  building  into  line  v/ith  the  nev/  legislation  and 
regiiLations . Ixiring  the  year  under  review  the  lease  of  the  slaugiiterhouso 
passed  into  the  truads  of  a comp:)ony,  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  there  appeared 
to  oe  every  p^ossibility  of  the  j.roposals  talcing  concrete  fonn  during  I96O. 

liie  regular  staff  of  tlie  slaughterhouse  has  coiisisted  of  tl-roc 
f'ill-time  slaughtermen,  and  one  labourer,  who  have  been  able  to  deal  reasonabl, 
alequati-ly  v/ith  the  available  trade, 
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The  total  tluxDiJghput  of  the  slaughterhouse  for  the  year  was

The  table  appended  below  vdll  shov/  that  the  incidence  of 
tuberculosis  in  cattle  fell,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This 
would  normally  be  expected,  ovring  to  the  increase  in  the  number  of  attested 
herds.  One  cow  was  totaJJLy  condamed,  as  it  presented  lesions  of 
generalised  tuberculosis  on  post-mortem  inspection.  In  the  case  of  pigs 
there  was  a fadrly  sharp  increase  in  the  number  shovong  lesions  of  tuberculosis, 
al^hough  in  no  case  was  the  condition  generalised. 

Once  again,  no  carcases  of  cattle  and  calves  had  to  be  wholly 
ccrxdemned  for  diseases  other  than  tubercxilosis.  For  sheep  and  pigs,  the 
figure  was  comparable  with  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  incidence  of 
f ascioliasis , associated  vrith  coiaciation  and  oedema  in  sheep,  T/as  fairly 
high  at  the  beginnang  of  the  year,  faded  during  the  dry  sumraer,  and  began  to 
be  evident  again  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Pregnancy  toxaemia  in  gra.vid 
ewes  was  frequently  a cause  for  total  condemnation  in  the  earlier  pari  of  the 
year,  ’i7ith  regard  to  pigs,  on  one  occasion  three  carcases  v;ere  diagnosed 
as  s'.iffcring  from  s'.vine  fever,  a notifiable  disease.  The  Veterinary 
Department  of  the  Llinistry  of  AgricuLlture , Fisheries  and  Food  was  informed, 
the  diagnosis  was  subsequently  coniimed,  and  the  necessary  precautions  were 
taken,  Zae  number  of  calves  slaughtered  again  s}x)V\/'ed  a small  decrease,  and 
in  no  instance  was  any  disease  found,

One  case  of  suspected  cysticercosis  v/as  found  in  a cow,  but  this 
was  not  confirmed  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service, 

The  amount  of  other  food  and  tinned  goods  which  it  v/as  found 
necessarv  to  condemn  remained  small  in  quantity. 

Disposal  of  condemned  meat  and  other  foods. 


Cor-demned  meat,  both  from  the  slaughterhouse  and  butchers*  shops, 
is  removed  by  a contractor,  who  sterilises  and  p2?ocesses  it,  and  converts  it 
into  animal  feeding  stiaf'fs. 

Tinned  and  similar  goods  are  taken  to  the  Council’s  refuse  tip 

and  buried. 
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Ice-<;rcGri  (Heat  Ibreatnent)  ReAulations^  1947* 

Tliere  are  38  icc-cream  dealers  in  the  District  whose  ]preniises 
arc  registered.  Of  these  30  retail  the  product,  and  8,  for  various  reasons, 
do  not.  There  are,  at  the  present  tine,  no  manufacturer-retailers  in  the 
District,  all  ice-creara  on  retail  sale  being  the  product  of  one  of  the 
multiple  manufacturers.  The  wrapped  variety  has  been  of  a very  high  standard, 
and  'vThere  bad  sainples  have  been  recorded,  these  have  almost  invariably  been  of 
bulk  loose  type.  It  may  be  inferred  from  this  that  great  care  is  needed  in 
the  handlin^^,  cleansing  and  sterilisation  of  serving  equipment,  and  siach  catte 
is  not  always  exercised.  However,  v/hen  bad  sr.mples  have  been  recorded,  a 
repeat  sai:q)le  has  been  taken  immediately,  after  advising  the  person  concerned, 
and  the  second  sample  usually  has  shown  an  improvement. 

The  same  number  of  samples  was  tajeen  for  1959  as  was  taken  in  the 
previous  year,  and  the  results,  taking  the  picture  as  a whole,  were  reasonably 
satisfactory.  In  fact,  the  general  standard  was  higher  than  for  the  previous 
year.

The  infectious  diseases  which  are  statutorily  notifiable  to  the 
Neaical  Officer  of  Health  are  the  follovd-ng  Smallpox,  Cholera, 
Diphtheria,  Membranous  Croup,  Erysipelas,  Scarlet  Fever,  Typhus  Fever, 
[I^’phoid  Fever,  Paratyphoid  Fever,  Relapsing  fever.  Plague,  Poliomyelitis, 
Tuberculosis,  Malaria,  I)ysentcry,  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  Ophthalmia 
Neonatorum,  Acute  pi-imar^'-  pneumonia.  Acute  influenzal  pneumonia, Whooping 
cough.  Measles,  Acute  encephalitis.  Meningococcal  infection  and  Pood 
Ibisoning. 

In  cases  of  iixfectious  disease,  preliminary  investigations  are 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  wlien  advice  is  given 
regarding  cuirent  disiiifection,  segregation  of  contacts,  etc.  Terminal 
disinfection,  when  necessary,  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspector, 

The  monthly  incidence  of  infectious  disease  is  shown  in  Table  III. 

Smllpox  - 2,’o  case  was  notified  during  the  year,  iia  the  course  of  which 
39  primary  vaccinations  and  6 re-vaccinations  were  carried  out. 

Diphtheria  - No  case  was  notified  dirring  the  year,  in  which  57  children 
received  a coi^plete  course  of  primary  immunisation  against  the  disease, 
the  triple  antigen  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus  being  used 
in  almost  all  instances. 


Measles  - Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 

TThccring  Cough  - No  case  was  notified  in  1959 • 

Poliomyelitis  - One  paralylic  case,  a cliild,  was  notified  in  August, 

The  scarce  of  the  infection  was  not  discovered  and  no  further  cases 
cccurred.  The  child  had  not  been  immunised  against  the  disease. 

Vaccination  continued  during  the  year,  270  persons  in  all  the 
eZmgible  age  groups  and  priority  classes  completing  the  primary  course  of 
tr.-o  infections.  By  the  end  of  the  year,  1011  persons  had  received  the 
primary,*  co’urse  of  vaccination  since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in 
ar-d,  of  these,  63I  had  also  had  their  third  infection, 

Encepl-.alitis  - One  case  of  post-infectious  encephalitis  was  notified 
early  in  the  year,  a complication  of  mumps  in  an  adult, 

Merdngococcal  Ir-fection  - One  case  of  meningococcal  meningitis  occurred 
in  December,  in  a young  child.  Recovery  was  corrplete,  and  no  further 
cases  occurred.
